MOSCOW, May 4 (AP).—Unit 
after unit of the Wehrmacht sur- 
rendered today along the still 
Jengthy Russian front as weary. 
German troops anticipated a gen- 
eral capitulation, and dispatches 
from Berlin said the prisoner toll 
there stood at about 145,000 this 
morning with hundreds of Ger- 
mans giving up hourly. 

Soviet dispatches reported that 
Nazi officers indicated they had 
“performed their duty” to Adolf 
Hitler and that their fates were 
now in their own hands. 

From almost every sector of the 
front German regulars and Volks- 
gturmers, some sullen and arro- 
gant, but most tiréd and depressed, 
were lined up for the long journey 
eastward. 

The Germans were being round- 
ed up in such large numbers— 
sometimes in whole units — that 
it was difficult to get an accurate 
count and it will probably be sev- 
eral days before complete figures 
will be issued for current captures. 


Big Groups Taken in North. 

Prisoners were still arriving in 
Berlin from the outskirts of the 
city, the biggest groups being tak- 
en to the north and northwest be- 
tween the sectors where the Amer- 
ican-Russian and British-Russian 
Jinkups occurred. Wooded areas 
yielded hundreds of Germans who 
had fled westward after the big 
Russian breakthrough across the 
Oder in the Stettin area.

PARIS, May 4 (AP).—Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower an- 
nounced today that all enemy forces in Holland and north- 
western Germany and Denmark, including Helgoland and the 
Frisian Islands, have surrendered, effective at 8 a. m. (1 a. m., 
St. Louis time) tomorrow. 

The surrender was to Field Marshal Sir Bernard L. 
Montgomery’s Twenty-first Army group. 

Text of the announcement: 

‘Field Marshal Montgomery has reported to the 
Supreme Allied Commander that all enemy forces in 
Holland, Northwest Germany and Denmark, includ- 
ing Helgoland and the Frisian Islands, have surren- 
dered to the Twenty-first Army Group effective at 
0800 (double British summer time) tomorrow. 

‘This is a battlefield surrender involving the 
forces now facing the Twenty-first Army Group on 
their northern and western flanks.’’ 

The surrender took out of the war the second major 
grouping of German forces in two days, following closely’ on

The War,’ Says 


German Radio 


Leaders Call on Peo- 
ple to Be Calm 
and United. 


LONDON, May 4 (AP), — An 
appeal to the German people to 
keep calm “in the last hours of 
the war” was broadcast today by 
the Wilhelmshaven radio, one of 
the last continental transmitters 
still in Nazi hands, 

Both the Bremen and Wilhelms- 
haven radios announced that 
Grand Adm, Doenitz, the new Ger- 
man Fuehrer, had conferred with 
Josef Terboven, Nazi commission- 
er in Nazi-occupied Norway, and 
Werner Best, German Ambassador 
to Denmark. 

The broadcasts said only that 
Doenitz gave the two men “per- 
sonal orders for the future.” 

The Wilhelmshaven announce- 
ment said: 

“Our troops have been com- 
pressed into a small area and to 
spare further bloodshed and de- 
struction, the high command has 
taken appropriate measures. These 
measures can be carried out only 
in accordance with responsible 
authorities and further orders can 
be given, in view of the situation, 
only hour by hour. 

“This means a great strain on 
the population, but it is in the 
interests of all to remain calm 
and to have discipline and order. 
Only by the exclusion of unrest is 
there hope to achieve the best 
for our country. Unrest means 
chaos and chaos means ruin, 
Therefore, unrest will be sup- 
pressed by every means. 

“For six years our troops have 
been fighting decently. Now let 
us be united in the last hours of 
the war.”

Norway Is Redoubt, 


Norway is regarded generally as 
the chief obstacle in the way of a 
declared peace, The German force 
in Norway is estimated by respon- 
sible quarters at 150,000 troops, 
who may have been strengthened 
in recent months by aerial deliv- 
ery of weapons and supplies. 
Stockholm heard that negotia- 
tions were in progress to bring 
about surrender of the Nazis in 
Norway without bloodshed. 

Swedish reporters told of large 
scale German efforts to ferry 
troops from Denmark into Nor- 
way. Sweden lies just across the 
Kattegat and Skagerrak from 
those kingdoms. 

A British naval officer said the 
Nazis had stocked Norway with 
supplies for two years and with 
troops dominated by S.S. fanatics.

Washington University’s cyclo- 
tron, a massive machine for 
smashing atoms, was publicly ex- 
hibited for the first time today as 


part of the school’s open house 
program. 

The apparatus, a $60,000 gift 
from the Rockefeller Foundation 
in 1940, is housed on the campus 
in a concrete laboratory 10 feet 
underground to shield its power- 
ful radiations. Because of the ma- 
chine’s 150,000-watt power require- 
ment, the laboratory is beside the 
university power plant. 

The beam of radioactive atomic 
particles produced by the cyclo- 
tron is so powerful that the ap- 
paratus is operated by remote 
control from an instrument panel 
at ground level, a winding corri- 
dor separating the control board 
itself. Even

The atom-smashing function of 
the cyclotron might lead one to 
expect something on the order of 
giant trip hammers pounding 
away, but as a visual spectacle 
the apparatus is disappointing. 
The steel, copper and aluminum 
parts are largely enclosed, and all 
a layman can see ig a series of 
rubber, copper and plastic tubes 
leading into masses of incased 
machinery. 

The cyclotron is fundamentally 
a radio oscillator and magnet. An 
85-ton magnet and two copper 
coils weighing six tons each form 
the heart of; the apparatus. The 
machine combines magnetic and 
electrical fields and employs an 
alternation of electric potential in 
a fashion which may be roughly 
compared to an electric motor. 
The rotating member (rétor) is a 
stream of atomic particles. 

High-Speed Bombardment. 

Material for the atomic rotor is 
produced by introducing into a 
vacuum an element—hydrogen, for 
example. A stream of protons— 
charged particles—is set in rota- 
tion by about 50,000 volts of elec- 
tricity, and the magnet keeps the 
particles from shooting off at a 
tangent, holding them in a spiral 
path until they hit the target. 

Subjecting various materials to 
bombardment by this high-speed, 
high-voltage stream of particles 
sets off a by-product stream of un- 
charged particles called neutrons. 
Bombardment of other targets 
with neutrons or protons forms 
new substances exploding with ra- 
dioactive violence. 

These artificially radioactive 
substances have opened new ave- 
nues of research. Radioactive 
particles serve as “tracers” in 
Studying progress of various sub- 
stances through the body in the 
metaholic processes. Streams of 
atomic particles produced by the 
cyclotron also are being used ex- 
perimentally in treating disease,

WASHINGTON, May 4 (AP).— 
Labor and management’s_ indus- 
trial peace charter has been ap- 
proved by directors of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of the United 
States, President Truman was in- 
formed today by Eric Johnston, 
chamber president. 

Johnston said he told Truman 
that the directors had approved 
the charter last night and that the 
President had commented that the 
charter was a fine thing. 

The charter was signed here 
March 28 by leaders of the cham- 
ber, the American Federation of 
Labor, and the Congress of Indus- 
trial Organizations, subject to the 
approval of these organizations. 
The CIO already has approved and 
the executive council of the AFL 
is now in session. 

Johnston told reporters after his 
White House visit that the Nation- 
al Association of Manufacturers 
had not yet approved the charter, 
but that discussions were proceed- 
ing to reconcile differences be- 
tween the chamber and N. A. M. 
He added he was certain the N. A. 
M. would approve it in the end. 

The charter calls for a labor- 
management partnership to bring 
the highest possible degree of pro- 
duction and employment at wages 
assuring a_ steadily advancing 
standard of living,

Not only will the Army be una- 
ble to meet replacement demands 
for May and June under the pres- 
ent program, the chief of staff told 
Chairman May (Dem.), Kentucky, 
of the House Military Committee, 
but the current shortage is ex- 
pected to be increased “by some 
50,000 men over the next three 
months.” 

Many Congressmen have felt 
that as soon as Germany falls, 
Army and Navy manpower needs 
can be filled by taking only 18- 
year-olds. This would reduce 
sharply the current induction rate 
of around 120,000 men a month. 

Within the last week, Marshall 
wrote May that “Gen. Eisenhower 
has informed me that his losses 
are currently averaging 2000 men 
daily and he anticipates no reduc- 
tion in his replacement require- 
ments for June.” 

The letter did not explain the 
losses. 

“While the success of our armies 
in Europe has recently exceeded 
our expectations,” Marshall con- 
tinued, “it is too early to assume 
that the replacement flow to Eu- 
rope can be cut off. Gen. Eisen- 
however, on the other hand, has 
vigorously protested proposed re- 
ductions in order to get increased 
shipments off to MacArthur. 

“Norway, Denmark and sections 
of Holland remain unliberated and 
are occupied by strong and fanati- 
cal forces of the enemy. ... It is 
urgently necessary to start an in- 
creased flow of replacements to 
the Pacific Ocean area over and 
above those required to replace 
battle losses. Many veteran sol- 
diers have been through several 
hard-fought campaigns in that 
area under very trying climatic 
conditions. We should return 
these men for release from the 
Army as. quickly as possible. To 
accomplish this, a pool of replace- 
ments must be built up there.” 

May’s committee began closed- 
door discussions today with mili- 
tary leaders on demobilization and 
postwar Army plans.

James Richard Roberts, Negro, 


‘}chief pharmacist at Homer G. 


Phillips Hospital, was held by po- 
lice today on his admission of the 
theft of thousands of dollars of 
drugs from the hospital over a 
three-year period. 

Roberts, previously« convicted 
for violation of Federal, narcotic 
laws, was arrested yesterday after 
detectives searched a drug store 
which he operates at 2335 Market 
street and identified packages 
stolen from the hospital. These 
had been marked by prearrange- 
ment with the hospital’s supplier 
when Roberts came under suspi- 
cion about two and a half months 
ago. 

Penicillin and quinine were 
among the war-scarce drugs tak- 
en by Roberts. Police confiscated 
about $1200 worth of phatmaceu- 
ticals at his store and at his 
home, 4644 Newberry terrace. 
Roberts was quoted as denying 
that narcotics were included in 
his loot, but police said several 
telephone orders for such drugs 
were received at the store yester- 
day. An audit was in progress to 
determine the extent of drug 
thefts from the hospital since 
they began in 1942. 

Investigation of Roberts result- 
ed when examiners in the City 
Comptroller's office noted a sharp 
rise in the bills for drugs, chem- 
icals and surgical supplies at the 
hospital, unaccounted for by in- 
creases in the price of the come 
modities or the number of patients, 
Expenditures showed a jump from 
about $48,000 in 1941, before Roberts 
took charge of the pharmacy, to 
$67,000 in the last fiscal year. Rob-

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MOVE FORQUICK VOTE 
ON HANNEGAN FAILS 


Confirmation by Senate Mon- 
day Is Conceded—Action 
on Lilienthal Delayed. 


WASHINGTON, May 4 (AP).— 
When Robert E. Hannegan’s nom- 
ination as Postmaster General 
reached the Senate yesterday a 
move for an immediate vote on 
confirmation ran into Republican 
objections. The effect was to de- 


lay a vote until Monday when, 
members of both parties conceded, 
the Democratic national chairman 
will be approved for the Cabinet 
post. 

Minority Leader White of Maine 
voiced objection to an immediate 
vote which was requested by 
Chairman McKellar (Dem.), Ten- 
nessee, of the Postoffice Commit- 
tee. The committee had approved 
the nomination. 

White indicated to reporters 
that he had no personal objection 
to the St. Louisan’s nomination 
and that the Republicans were not 
lining up against it as a party 
matter. 

Senator Donnell (Rep.), Mis- 
souri, will propose on Monday that 
the nomination be sent back to the 
committee. Democratic leaders 
said Donnell’s motion was certain 
to be defeated. 

David E. Lilienthal’s reappoint- 
ment to a nine-year term as Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority chairman 
faces a week's delay in the Sen- 
ate due to the absence of Chair- 
man Thomas (Dem.), Oklahoma, 
of the Agriculture Committee, to 
which the nomination was re- 
ferred yesterday. Thomas ‘is not 
expected back before May 10. 

Acting Chairman Wheeler 
(Dem.), Montana, plans to call no 
meeting on the matter unless 
Thomas specifically asks him to 
do so. However, administration 
leaders may ask Thomas to ap- 
point a subcommittee to begin 
hearings because Lilienthal’s pres- 
ent term expires May 18. 

Senator McKellar, president of 
the Senate and political foe of the 
TVA chairman, is the big question 
mark in the confirmation situa- 
tion. He is believed to be making 
a quiet check of Senate sentiment 
before deciding whether to wage 
a full-scale fight. 

McKellar is an undoubted power 
in the Senate. Besides heading 
the Postoffice Committee, he is 
acting chairman of the powerful 
appropriations group and has been 
invited by President Truman to 
attend Cabinet meetings. How- 
ever, it is questionable whether 
he could persuade a majority of 
his colleagues to turn down one 
of the new President’s first major 
appointments.

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U.S. TROOPS TAKE 
DAVAO: AUSSIES 
PAIN ON TARAKAN 


Japs Give Up Mindanao 
Port, Retreat to Hills— 
Resistance on Borneo 
Stiffens. 


By FRED HAMPSON. 

MANILA, May 4 (AP).—Davao, 
largest city on the southernmost 
main Philippine island of Minda- 
mao, has fallen to the American 
Twenty-fourth division and its 
Japanese garrison has retreated 
northward into the hills. 

A front dispatch reported that 
the Yanks, climaxing a 150-mile 
advance from their Davao Gulf 
beachhead, entered the city Wed- 
nesday to find it battered, burned 
and virtually uninhabited. 

The captures gives the Ameri- 
cans a valuable shipping port. 

The Yanks cleared Libby air- 
field of Japanese and seized Mati- 
na airfield, south of Davao. Pre- 
viously they had taken three other 
_airdromes i. the area. Matina and 


Libby fields are among the best 
in the S»uthern Philippines. 

A United States Thirty-first Di- 
vision unit reached deep into Cen- 
tral Mindanao after having ad- 
— an average of 12 miles a 

ay. 

Meanwhile, troops of the veteran 
Australian Ninth Division which 
invaded oil-rich Borneo met bitter 
Japanese resistance Wednesday, 
the second day of their drive, but 
managed to widen their beachhead 
on Tarakan island. 

Using remote-controlled land 
mines, the Japanese blew 30-foot 
craters along a highway to delay 
the Aussie tanks driving toward 
the island's airstrip. The Aussies 
in a bayoneé drive pushed through 
heavy bunkers to -reach high 
ground overlooking the island's 
main city of Lingkas. . 

Australian and “United States 
Thirteenth Air Force planes 
pounded Japanese targets in The 
Netherlands East Indies in sup- 
port of the Tarakan operation. On 
Tuesday, Tarakan’s D-day, the air 
forces sank 10 enemy freighters 
and many smaller craft. 

Spencer Davis, Associated Press 
correspondent with the Australians 
on Tarakan, reported the Aussies 
drove to within a qua.ter mile of 
the airstrip after making a bayo- 
met charge and withstanding a 
counterattack with grenades and 
field guns. The Japanese ap 
parently were entrenched on a 
ridge overlooking the strip and 
the invaders moved with caution. 

A Japanese Domei news agency 
broadcast asserted today that the 
Allies had reinforced their naval 
strength near Tarakan. The re- 
port also claimed that an “attempt 
by warcraft to approach the Tara- 
kan shore had been frustrated.” 

(An oil rehabilitation team, or- 
ganized by the Netherlands Indies 
civil administration, went ashore 
with the troops, the Dutch Aneta 
mews agency reported. The re- 
port said the team was equipped 
to put Tarakan’s extensive wells 
back in operation and thus pro- 
vide the Allies with an immediate 
supply of vital oil.)

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MUSSOLINI PANIC 
IS SAID TO HAVE 
COST HIM REFUGE 


Plans Under Way for 
Sanctuary With Cleric 
When He Fell, Was 
Caught, Killed. 


By SID FEDER 
MILAN, May 4 (AP).—The sug- 
gestion that Benito Mussolini 
precipitated his own death by 
panicky flight while arrangements 
were under way to provide him a 


haven in Milan was made yester- 
day by a member of the Italian 
Committee of National Liberation 
who participated in unsuccessful 
negotiations for surrender of Axis 
forces in northern Italy April 285, 
a week before they laid down their 
arms. 

The story told by Ricardo Cella, 
one-time chairman of the Issotta 
Fraschini Corporation, was sub- 
Btantiated by Gen. Rafaele Ca- 
dorna, commander in chief of 
partisan forces in northern Italy. 
It had been tentatively arranged 
to give Mussolini shelter at the 
palace of Alfredo Cardinal Schus- 
ter, Archbishop of Milan, pending 
the arrival of Allied troops. 

Cella said that, acting for the 
committee, he made contact 
through a German acquaintance 
early in April with Col. Gen. 
Heinrich von Vietinghoff-Scheel, 
the German commander in north- 
ern Italy and western Austria, and 
met Mussolini at the former dic- 
tators home on Lake Garda April 
15.

Mussolini was notified and said 
he also was willing to sign. But 
the Germans were delayed by a 
partisan attack on the road and 
in the interval Mussolini lost his 
nerve, assembled an armed con- 


voy and get out for Como. Ironical- 
ly, it was Mussolini’s armored cars 
which broke up the partisan at- 
tack on the German cars. 


It turned out that the Germans 
had been prepared to surrender 
only under the conditions: (1) 
That Mussolini be given refuge in 
the Archbishop’s palace and (2) 
that Fascist families be spared re- 
prisals, 


Recalling the episodes of April 
25, Cella said he received a sum- 
mons at 3:30 p. m., to see Musso- 
lini at the prefecture. Cella urged 
Mussolini to accompany him to 
p’s palace to sign, 
inally agreed. 

Marshal Rodolfo Graziani, Mus- 
solini’s war minister, was sum- 
moned. He and Mussolini went 
to the palace, where armistice

|Zerbino, Fascist Minister of the 
|Interior, and Prefect Bassi on one 
hand, and by Ricardo Lomba, lib- 
eration committee chairman and 


now Milan prefect, and an at- 
torney named Marazza on the 
other. 


After a two-hour wait there was 
no sign of the German envoys. 
Mussolini began to get panicky. 
Suddenly he left the palace with 
word he would return at 8 p. m. 
Cella left with him. 

Back in the prefecture court- 
yard Mussolini was confronted by 
some 500 SBilackshirts’ tensely 
awaiting news. 

Mussolini walked through, 
theré was not a sound—none of 
the usual “viva, Il Duce” from 
his followers. 

Charges Plan Is “Trap.” 


When he reached his office up- 
stairs Mussolini was in a rage 
over the mene reception and 
turned on Cella, 

“You've got me into a trap,” 


Mussolini stormed. “You will re- 
main here at my orders.” 
Striding to a window, he 
shouted to the Blackshirts: 
“Everything must be ready. We 
are leaving immediately.” 

At this moment Marshal Gra- 
ziani entered the room. Hearing 
the last remark he said, “We can- 
not.” 

“We must have time to form a 
column,” he explained. 

There were three armored cars 
in the courtyard. 

Duvsing Mussolini’s forced wait 
Cella continued to try to persuade 
him to return to the Archbishop's 
palace. The industrialist said he 
believed he was winning Mussolini 
over when Alessandro Pavolini, 
the Fascist party secretary, ar- 
rived. 

“Tl Duce, I’m awaiting your 
orders,” he said. “The republican 
guard is ready. The S. S. is really.” 
The column moved out. 

On arriving at his home, Cella 
was summoned by the Archbishop 


and shown a copy of a proclama- 
tion which Von Vietinghoff-Scheel 
was planning to make to his 
troops — but never issued — which 
said in effect: 

“Up to today you have followed 
the Fuehrer. From today, you will 
obey your officers. You have 
fought through great hardships. 


From today I will attempt to 
alleviate your sufferings and bring 
these hardships to an end.” 

Cella later showed Prefect Bassi 
the proclamation,

to Como, where Mussolini already 
had arrived after the battle along

Wants Free Hand in U. S. 


Delegates interested in the 
question were inclined to discount 
this possibility, but the four Sen- 
ators apparently made it clear 
they want a free American hand 
in the Pacific islands which have 
been won from the Japanese at 
the cost of many lives, 

Senator Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, 
told a reoprter he thought the 
Nava] Affairs Committee is agreed 
that “we ought: to have every 
island the military authorities say 
we need for defense purposes.” 

“TI believe we are going to get 
them,” Byrd said. “We received 
encouragement from the delega- 
tion on our point that the United 
States should retain exclusive con- 
trol of the Japanese-owned and 
mandated islands.”

A Doctor on. Veterans’ Hospital 
To the Edjtor of the Post-Dispatch: 

A recent report.of the American Med- 
ical Association criticises treatment of 
veterans at the veterans’ hospitals in the 
United States, but its conclusions arise 
from deductions and not from actual 
contacts with patients. 

The writer, a practicing physician for 
22 years, has been a patient at the St. 
Louis veterans hospitals and dispensaries 
numerous times during the past 25 years, 
and has also been a patient in private 
hospitals in St. Louis. In his preference, 
he would take the service of a veterans’ 
hospital sooner than that of any private 
hospital in this area. 

The surgery and laboratory work done 
fm the veterans’ hospitals can compare 
with that of any private hospital, and 
the food, as well as the nursing service, 
is far superior to that of private hospi- 
tals. The pay for nurses and orderlies 
in Government service is better than 
that of private hospitals, and the food 
is better and more wholesome because 
the Government gets the best grade of 
foods for its hospitals and does not have 
to economize at the expense of its pa- 
tients. 

The writer knows of other physicians 
who were patients at the same time, and 
feels that they would not use the serv- 
ices of the veterans’ hospital if it were 
not first class. M. D.

In the San Francisco Air 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 4. 
A conference, like a city or a room, develops 
an atmosphere peculiarly its own. Men who 
knew the starched Hague, or rarefied, unreal 
Geneva, or the bedlam that was Versailles, will 
tell you it is so. 


Sometimes, as at San Francisco, that atmos- & 


phere is slow in forming, as if the various ele- 
ments were jockeying for positions like cloud 
formations in a high-domed sky. But at last 
they mingle with one another to supply the very 
air the conferees breathe and move in afd are 
influenced by. 

That air is not yet altogether clear at San 
Francisco. At times it is charged with the ten- 
sion of war news, news of battles and brutalities, 
unstabilizing and making almost remote the 
simple theme of peace. At other times—and 
this is oftener—the harmony is so magically 
blended as to seem impossible to sustain. 

Through it all there is the feeling that the 
thunderclap of some such forceful, almost cau- 
terizing personality as Roosevelt must be heard 
before the atmosphere is right for great achieve- 
ment, Here everyone is waiting for the fog to 
lift or be dispelled. — 

Yet while they wait, they can look back upon 
eight days of real accomplishment. Old Guard 
diplomats, versed in the more leisurely ways of 
European protocol, are amazed at the dispatch 
with which the methods of procedure have been 
worked out, committees formed, the spadework 
done. The presence of key men: whose work 
will soon call them home has been a spur. 

A second favorable factor has been the ce- 
menting of Big Four relationships—uncertain at 
first; now, to all appearances, warm. ° 

Gossip that Russia would stand firmly athwart 
all plans to modify Dumbarton Oaks has been 
proved counterfeit by the intimate four-power 
talks of the last few days. Comdr. Stassen in- 
dicated at his press conference yesterday not 
only that the American delegation had agreed 
on nine general revisions, but that there was a 
good chance the Big Four would unanimously 
propose certain amendments to achieve them. 

The third good sign is the continuing frank- 
ness, in press conferences and private interviews, 
of most of the delegations. 

If any group has brought a surprise package, 
it has yet to be opened. Differences between 
the small nations and those which will be Se- 
curity Council kingpins have been openly stated, 
and in a friendly manner. Certainly they do 
exist—as to jurisdiction of the General Assem- 
bly, as to veto power, as to the size of the Se- 
curity Council, as to the system of trusteeships 
and the scope and power of the Social and Eco- 
nomic Council. As yet, however, they exist with- 
out friction, awaiting the test of democratic pro- 
cedure. 

Out of these elements an atmosphere for San 
Francisco will be formed, a tone set, an almost 
substantial mood established. On the horizons 
are the fires of Europe and the battle smoke of 
the Pacific. The atmosphere for building peace 


must be both fine and powerful to meet the . 


challenges of a chaotic world. 
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The Happy Jap 

The Japanese are quite an unbelievable peo- 
ple, if we are to believe one of them, Dr. Hiroshi 
Shimomura, their propaganda chief. He says 
civilians feel better after they have been bombed 
out, because then they have no belongings left 
to worry over. 

If that’s what it takes to make them blissful, 
Dr. Shimomura could have given them some pret- 
ty glowing promises without any sort of rash- 
ness, He wouldn't have to gaze into a crystal 
ball. He’d need only to gaze into the front page 
of a newspaper. The Japanese are headed for 
a future of unalloyed slap-happiness.

Food Through Enemy Lines 

So overwhelming has been the disintegration 
of German resistance that we are likely to neg- 
lect the importance of this week’s movement of 
food through enemy lines to Holland’s starving 
people. This means, we hope, that at last the 
United States and Britain have decided to de- 
vote a substantially larger transport tonnage to 
supplying the distressed people of liberated 
Western Europe. 


The situation of the 3,500,000 unfortunates in ° 


the Nazi pocket in Holland had grown so desper- 
ate that Gen. Eisenhower sent his Chief of Staff 
through the lines to conclude an agreement with 
Seyss-Inquart, the Nazi Gauleiter, and Wednes- 
day 7000 tons of food a day began moving by 
air, sea and land. Ships are loading in Antwerp 
for still-occupied Rotterdam, and _ specially 
trained field teams are proceeding from England, 
to feed intravenously those persons too weak- 
ened by starvation to digest staple food. 

The only other occasion during the war when 
food went through Allied lines to starving people 
under German occupation was in 1942, when the 
Turks sent food ships through the British block- 
ading squadrons in order to keep the Greeks 
alive. What began this week had the best of 


_ start toward 
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precedent in the Belgian relief of the last war, 
and it is too bad that it was not undertaken 
months ago. It has often been said that “food 
is a weapon,” but Americans will rejoice that it 
has now become a weapon for peace. 
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Truman Holds the Line | 
he labor leaders are off base on the question 
© general wage increases now. President Tru- 
man, by repeated statement, is on. 
In anticipation of cutbacks and reduced over- 
time, they want the Little Steel formula 


breached. That is not surprising, since labor’s 


bargaining power is at a peak. But it would 
be damagingly inflationary. 

The President favors higher real wages, timed 
so as not to cause inflation, as the economy 
settles down to civilian production. Increases 
can come then from the greater productivity of 
labor, gained from wartime improvement of pro- 
duction methods. If they come sooner, labor, 
with a rich share of scarce goods, would gain a 
still greater one by depriving everyone else. 

Neither labor, moreover, nor anyone else, can 
accuse the President of illiberality, for he has 
also expressed himself as strongly as any labor 
statesman on the urgency of maintaining effec- 
tive price control. To be sure, OPA has made 
some mistakes; Chester Bowles, notably after the 
Christmas cancellation of ration points, has stood 
up like a man and confessed it. But it is the 
best instrument we have to do a necessary job, 
and on balance, as the President says, the job 
has been done with intelligence. 

Labor and everyone else may be gratified by 
the President’s promptness in ordering produc- 
tion cutbacks now that one war is about to 
end. The act will speed the day—still far 
off, perhaps—when taxes can be reduced. More 
important, it gives us the earliest possible safe 
industrial reconversion, toward 
peacetime goods, the jobs to produce and earn- 
ings to buy them. : 

So far, the President has succeeded in hold- 
ing an amazingly good economic balance and in 
holding the anti-inflation line. 
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Simple Justice for Filipinos 

We hope the Senate will not delay affirmative 
action on the bill passed unanimously by the 
House to exempt Filipinos from the Oriental 
Exclusion Act. This would permit those now in 
this country to. become citizens, and authorize a 
small annual immigration after the islands be- 
come independent. Both these provisions are 
called for by the magnificent courage of Fili- 
pino resistance to the common enemy and by 
the simple justice of the case. 

As matters stand, Filipinos are nationals of 
the United States, but are barred from citizen- 
ship. The House measure would remove this 
disqualification, and provide an immigration 
quota of 50 a year. This is a minute concession, 
but it does build good will by lowering an irri- 
tating barrier against a people, as was done in 
the case of the Chinese not long ago. 
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A’Subcommittee’s Prejudices 

The Senate Commerce subcommittee’s ad- 
verse report on the Murray MVA bill is a sim- 
ple restatement of its prejudices. 

The prejudices of Senator Overton, the sub- 
committee chairman, are those of a gentleman 
from Louisiana who overweighs Louisiana's in- 
terest in navigation and flood control on the 
Mississippi to the detriment of every other in- 
terest on the Missouri, and who wants the Army 
Engineers to be in charge of the Missouri Valley 
development because he feels confident his prej- 
udices are shared by them. 

The prejudices of Senator Bailey of North 
Carolina, chairman of the full Commerce Com- 
mittee, and the gentleman behind the scenes of 
the subcommittee hearings, are those of a repre- 
sentative of the people who has disqualified him- 
self by his devotion to the Duke Power Co. 

The MVA idea is a torce that is“hardly likely 
to be frustrated by the subcommittee’s action. 
The Committee on Irrigation and Reclamation 
and the Committee on Agriculture are still to 
conduct hearings on the Murray'bill. Now that 
the Commerce subcommittee has taken a roll 
call of its prejudices and found them present, 
it would be well for those committees to give 
the bill a serious and able examination, 
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Molotov’s Cryptic Yes

A CLOSE-UP OF 
THE MISSOURI VALLEY

EN ROUTE, May 4. 

If the wasted water power of 
the Missouri River system is 
transformed into electricity by 
the construction of dams and 
reservoirs, that will still be 
only part of the task of bring- 
ing the electricity into the serv- 
ice of the valley’s people.

The system of production 
must be accompanied by a sys- 
tem of distribution. The Ten- 
nessee Yalley found that out 
when for years after the First 
World War the productive ca- 
pacity of Wilson Dam, at 
Muscle Shoals, Ala., was almost 
completely wasted for lack of 
a way to get it to the people 
who could use it. 

The TVA method of distribu- 
tion is to sell electricity whole- 
sale to municipally owned sys- 
tems and rural co-operatives, 
which retail it to homes, stores, 
factories and mines. The whole 
business depends upon the 
ability of the retail distributor 
to operate. 

In order to retail electricity 
at low cost, and at the same 
time to extend the service into 
rural areas as far as financial- 
ly possible, the public distribu- 


tion system must be able to buy 
power wholesale at low cost. 
The cost of electricity is about 
35 or 40 per cent of the total 
expense of a public distribution 
system. 

Wholesale power costs will 
be even more important in the 
Missouri Valley than they are 
in the Tennessee. ost of the 
rural areas of this valley are 
sparsely settled. In order to be 
able to shoulder the expense of 
bringing electricity to them, 
the publicly owned distribution 
systems will need to be finan- 
cially strong. 
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The price the producer charges 
for electricity will determine to 
a large extent the financial 
status of the distributor; often 
it may determine even his 
ability to operate in a sparsely- 
populated area. 

The average TVA wholesale 
price to distributors of its elec- 
tricity is 5%c a kilowatt-hour. 

This price 1s disapproved of 
by Secretary of the Interior 
Ickes, who contends that TVA 
and his Bureau of Reclamation 
should sell power at the same 
price, ! 


The Bureau of Reclamation 
sells electricity to some REA 
co-operatives in the Missouri 
Valley states. In Colorado, it 
charges them on the average 
seven and six-tenths mills a 
kilowatt - hour — about 40 per 
cent more than the TVA rate. 
In Wyoming, it charges i1 
mills, twice the TVA price. In 
Nebraska, it charges 12 mills. 
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Nine REA co-operatives in 
these three states pay $60,000 a 
year more for their electricity 
than they would pay at TVA 
rates. If they had TVA rates, 
they could use that $60,000 to 
splendid advantage in extend- 
ing their lines to still more 
rural homes, 

The wholesale price of power 
is something the people of the 
Missouri Valley might keep in 
mind when they’ consider 
whether MVA should be like 
TVA, responsible to Congress 
and not to any Government de- 
partment; or whether, as Mr.

Foreign ‘Trade Makes American Jobs 


The Mirror

Public Opinion 


Export industries offer source for much new employment, but can 
be maintained only if we buy as well as ‘sell abroad; our. standard 
of living is highest because of efficiency, not tariff; extension of 
Trade Agreement Act is important to our prosperity, paper says. 


From the Kansas City Star 


While discussions for a new world order 
are in progress in San Francisco, debate 
on a related subject is going on in Wash- 
ington. The proposed extension of the 
Trade Agreements Act by Congress has an 
important bearing on future world prosper- 
ity and the maintenance of the economic 
stability that is needed for peace. 


A No. 1 requirement after the war will 
be to see that jobs are abundant. There is 
difference of opinion as to the number that 
will be needed. There is no difference of 
opinion as to the necessity of doing every- 
thing possible to maintain fujl employment. 


One great source of jobs should be in our 
export industries. A ruined, Europe will 
need to buy vast supplies of equipment as 
well as of consumer goods from the United 
States. Several million workers will be 
needed to supply the demands)of the next 
few years. But how are our potential cus- 
tomers to get the dollars with which to pay 
for their purchases? 


Our Mistake After Last War 


The same sort of situation confronted us 
after the last war, but we did not deal with 
it in the normal way by accepting foreign 
goods in exchange for our sales abroad, 


No, we deliberately choked off the sup- 
ply of foreign goods by raising the tariff 
to prohibitive heights, and then we contin- 
ued the sales by lending customers the 
money with which to buy our products, 


Unfortunately, when we stopped lending, 
the customers had to stop buying, and in- 
ternational trade crashed, throwing mil- 
lions of men out of work in both the United 
States and Europe. 

After we had been engulfed in the de- 
pression, we set about rebuilding our for- 


eign trade under the Hull program of re- 
ciprocal trade agreements. We reduced 
duties in return for the reduction of for- 
eign tariffs. 

Progress was slow because of abnormal 
conditions that developed under threat of 
war. But with the liquidation of that 
threat, we shall have a new opportunity to 
build our export industries—if we are will- 
ing to recognize that international trade is 
a two-way street. 


Must Take Foreign Goods 


We must be prepared to take foreign 
goods and services that can be produced 
advantageously abroad, in exchange for our 
own products. 


There is no danger that this policy will 
undermine the American standard of liv- 
ing. That standard is the highest in the 
world because our industry is the most ef- 
ficient in the world. But there are certain 
goods, chiefly specialties and handmade 
products, that can be produced more cheap- 
ly overseas. We shall benefit by devoting 
ourselves to what we can do best, and giv- 
ing our people the advantage of buying the 
cheaper specialties abroad. 


This policy will contribute to the general 
prosperity. Other nations will develop their 
export industries and so will be able to buy 
more from the United States. This country 
will then be able to put more men to work 
in its export industries. Thus, international 
trade will be started on an upward spiral. 


The trade agreements plan, which origi- 
nated in 1934, and was thrice renewed, will 
expire in June of this year. For Congress 
to extend it would be a demonstration to 
the world that we are in earnest in imple- 
menting the agreements to be made at San 
Francisco for maintaining peace. 


Russians in Berlin

Anybody who stated in the fall of 1941 
that the day might come when the Rus- 
sians would march in triumphant proces- 
sion through the Brandenburger Tor, would 
undaubtedly have been declared insane. 


Munich may have been the “capital of 
the movement,” and Nuernberg may have 
been the city of all those pompous party 
manifestations par excellence, but Berlin 
was nevertheless the pdlitical center and 
—according to Nazi dreams of world con- 
quest—the future world capital whose re- 
building after victory was already planned, 
inspired by Hitler, , 

Its conquest is now the seal on the def- 
inite collapse of National Socialism and 
the greatest triumph yet registered in this 
bloody war against Nazism. 

Berlin’s fall will not mean, however, that 
Nazism is dead—only the shining symbol 
of Hitler’s power will be smashed. Nazism 
is a hydra with a thousand heads, and its 
final killing will still take some time. 

Every German, however stultified by Nazi 
propaganda, must now realize the game is 
up. The Nazi leaders have known this for 
long already, but in their criminal desire 
to prolong the death struggle in order to 
save their own lives, or at least to enjoy 
the taste of power to the very dregs, they 
have deliberately taken the lives of millions 


of human beings, ravaged the future of still 
more millions and ruined their country for 
generations to come. No curse will be suf- 
ficiently terrible and no hatred more sin- 
cere than when their own people find out 
everything that has taken place in the last 
days of Nazism. 

But the aim of the Nazi leaders, mean- 
while, is to insure the survival of their 
ideology, well preserved and bottled up in 
hate, 

Through thousands of channels, fired by 
various myths associated with Hitler and 
his “paladins,” the survivors will try to 
conserve the Nazi poison. Those who will 
be called into power in Germany after 
Hitler, whether Allied occupation authori- 
ties or Germans themselves, will have to be 
almost pathologically suspicious every min- 
ute of any expression or any new flare-up 
of Nazi tendencies.

Glum View of Our Government 
By Writer Calling for Reform 


“Big Government, Can We Control It?" by Merlo J. 

Pusey. (Harper & Brothers, New York.) 

The growth of collectivism and the in- 
creasing complexity of the problems im- 
plicit in that growth have aroused extensive 
and varied debate, Hayek's “Road to Serf- 
dom” and Finletter’s “Can Representative 
Government Do the Job?” are diverse sam- 
ples of this interest. The present book 
swells the pages, but neither illuminates 
nor advances the discussion, Although the 
author deals with fundamental questions, 
he treats them superficially. 

He has picked his “facts” and weighted 
his exposition in such a way as to present 
an unrelieved criticism of contemporary 
governmental policies in the United States, 
Pleading that he “can scrutinize only a 
few outstanding examples,” he has over- 
looked the elementary fact that the argu- 
ments deduced from them would have Car- 
ried more conviction had they not all been 
derogatory to present tendencies. 

His authorities are invariably as hostile 
as he. If our recent past is no more than 
a tissue of waste, failure and chaos, our 
survival at all is a miracle.

In whatever “good” has emerged from the 
rise of “big government,” Pusey sees only 
the “bread and circuses” of Fascism. To 
the suggestion that there is more universal 
prosperity, he replies that Hbherty is the 
greater good, He forgets that one man’s 
liberty is often another man’s license, and 
still another’s slavery. His whole stress 
is on a freedom from restraint for the few 
rather tha a positive liberty for the many. 

At the same time, he does consider ways 
and means of contrelling big government. 
His suggestions that Congress needs a new 
committee organization, more facts and bet- 
ter leadership are sound if not novel. Propos- 
als for a Cabinet system, abler personnel, 
political education and easier amendment of 
the Constitution can arouse little dissent. 

It is regrettable, then, that his intemper- 
ate preface to these worthwhile objectives 
vitiates the effectiveness of hig plea and 
repels those who are not convinced that 
the last few years represents a total loss in 
human and political evolution.

‘A Postwar Program for Japan 
“What to Do With Japan,” by Wilfrid Fleisher. 
(Doubleday, Deran & Co., Garden City, N. Y.) 

How to deal with Germany is an impor- 
tant current topic, but it is true, as this 
veteran Far Eastern correspondent and 
writer says in his foreword, “Making the 
peace with Japan will be one of the most 
difficult tasks we have ever had to face in 
our history.” Though Japan’s defeat is not 
yet at hand, it is none too early to begin 
discussing the steps necessary to make her 
powerless to commit future aggression. 

Mr. Fieisher offers a program with many 
drastic points. It includes stripping Japan 
of all her conquests, disbanding the Army 
and Navy, complete disarmament, elimina- 
tion of heavy industries, seizure of all mer- 
chant ships, full military occupation, edu- 
cational reform and punishment of war 
criminals. However, he does not include 
Hirohito among the war criminals, though 
he advocates his abdication, nor does he 
favor abolishing the throne. The Emperor, 
he says, would be of service to the Allies 
as a postwar stabilizing factor. , the 
author would not revamp Japan’s business 
structure, for he holds that business inter- 
ests were coerced by the militarists. 

Mr. Fleisher’s book offers much informa- 
tion about the Far East, and discusses its 
postwar future at some length. But his 
program for Japan does not extend to the 
basic political and economic causes of ag- 
gression which must be uprooted if per 
manent peace is to be achieved.

MOGK AERIAL INVASION 
TO AID CITY BOND DRIVE 


Demonstrations to Be Given 
at Lambert Field Tomor- 
row and Sunday. 


How an aerial. invasion is 
carried out will be demonstrated 
at Lambert-St. Louis Field to- 
morrow and Sunday with 66 mem- 
bers of the Troop Carrier Com- 
mand of the Army Air Forces and 
airborne troops of the Army 
Ground forces participating. 

The simulated air invasion will 
be at 2 p. m. each| day. It is a 
part of the Seventh War Loan 
campaign for $156,772,436 in St. 
Louis and St. Louis County, which 
will begin officially May 14. Sol- 
diers participating in the demon- 
stration will include veterans of 
airborne attacks overseas. 

At the beginning of the show, 
which will be the same for the 
two days, four large troop carrier 
planes will take off, one with a 
double tow of CG-4A gliders and 
another towing a 32-passenger CG- 
13 glider. While these planes circle 
the field a C-46 Commando trans- 
port plane will fly over and 16 
fully-equipped paratroopers will 
jump. 

As these men assume combat 
positions on the ground they will 
be reinforced by a jeep, 57-mm. 
anti-tank gun and a é75-mm. 
howitzer, all landed by gliders. 
Ammunition for the artillery and 
additional supplies for the men 
will be dropped in parachute 
packets from a low-flying C-47 
transport plane. 

Glider evacyation of wounded 
men will be demonstrated when a 
transport ship swoops low over 
the field to pick up a glider from 
the ground. In a stunt, a glider 
pilot will land his craft on a ten-

Big League Attendance Up 10 Per Cent Over 1944, Despite Bad Wea 


Yanks and 
Brooklyn 
Show Way 


NEW YORK, May 4 (AP).—Big 
league attendance graphs showed 
an upward trend of about 10 per 
cent today over the same date a 
year ago despite wet and cold 
weather that forced postponement 
of 28 games, not including today’s 
cancellations. ) 

Turntsile figures clicked off 696,- 
404 paid admissions in the first 18 
days of the campaign as compared 
to a May 3 total of 637,537 in 
1944. 

Although the New York Yan- 
kees showed the way with 72,251 
paid admissions for their first 
seven home dates, the National 
League had a slight bulge on the 
American, 365,256 to 331,148. 

Brooklyn’s 65,217 was best in 

‘the National despite the unhappy 

future predicted for the Dodgers, 

and the Brooks, Chicago Cubs, 

New York Giants and Washington

WHEAT CLOSES MIXED: 
RYE PRICE IS HIGHER 


CHICAGO, May 4 (AP).—A flurry of 
buying at the opening sent wheat and rye 
prices sharply higher today but profit cashing 
developed on the bulge and most quotations 
slipped back quickly. 

Reports of damage to the winter wheat 
crop in the Southwest, urgent Government 
efforts to move grain into export positions for 
shipment to Europe, and a heavy milling de- 
mand for cash wheat were among the factors 
behind the early rush to buy 

Trading volume dwindled after the first 
half hour and all markets quieted. On the 
early rally July wheat came within half a 
cent of the season’s top and the September 
and December deliveries established new highs. 

Large purchases of wheat were attributed 
to flour millers. Brokers with cash connec- 
tions sold large amounts for delivery this 
month and offerings of the July contract came 
out in volume when the price reached .66. 

During the late trade rye rallied when the 
strong market at Winnipeg prompted short 
covering and professional buying. The upturn 
had some effect on wheat prices.

average of 77 per cent.

JUDGE RULES OUT INTEREST 
ON TNT PLANT SITE OPTIONS 


The Federal Government is not 
liable for about $250,000 in\interest 
sought by a group of St. arles 
County property owners whose 
lands were taken over for the 
Weldon Spring Ordnance Works, 
United States District Judge Ru- 
bey M. Hulen ruled today. 

When the Government repudiat- 
ed option contracts it considered 
excessive and moved to acquire 
the lands for the TNT plant site 
through condemnation suits, it 
paid into the court registry ap- 
proximately one million dollars 
less than the aggregate amount 
named in the option contracts, 
Validity of these contracts was 
upheld by the United States Su- 
preme Court last February, and 
the property owners sought 6 per 
cent interest for four and one-half 
years on the undeposited million 
dollars. 

Judge Hulen held the option 
contracts failed to specify pay- 
ment of interest, and there was 
no statute authorizing payment of 
interest by the Government in 
such a case. District Judges 
Richard M. Duncan and George 
H. Moore, who sat with Judge Hu- 
len in hearing a group of such 
cases, have not yet announced 
their decisions. 


PARK WORKERS TO PROTEST 
RESIGNATION OF ARTHUR BRUNK 


Arthur Petrov, president of the 
Park Department Employes Wel- 
fare Association, was delegated by

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A CONSTANT PARADE of all nations (except 
one) passes in the square facing the Gare Du 
Nord—Canadians, Americans, Poles, French, 
Czechs and Russian flyers with their red-starred 
caps. A pair of silk stockings, a cake of soap 
or a few cigarettes will buy more than a hand- 
ful otf money can. Six cigarettes or a piece of 
chocolate will launder a shirt or press a uniform 
more quickly than a hundred francs. 

There are those who say the Parisians aren't 
exactly cordial to the American troops swarming 
the streets and that the faces one sees are on the 
sour side. Imagine New York or Chicago or San 
Francisco filled with French officers and enlisted 

so that there were 50 uniforms to every per- 
gon in civilian dress. Picture the Waldorf, the 
Ritz, the Plaza, the St. Regis, the Sherry Nether- 
lands, the Savoy Plaza, the Drake, the Ambassd- 
dor and dozens of others taken over by the 
French army to the exclusion of everyone else. 
It’s not pleasant for the home folks really—nor 
for the French.

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TOO LITTLE has been written and told about 
the air force ground crews. These maintenance 
boys don’t fly; they keep the planes fit to fly. 
Their importance cannot be overestimated nor 
their endless labor too highly extolled. That boy 
who used to service your car at the garage is 
probably one of them. If someone has said to 
you in the past three or four years that Ernie 
doesn't work here any more, it’s because he in 
France or England or Belgium or Germany on 
top of a bomber or under a fighter plane.

American soldiers have been killed these 
past days by grenades and guns held by these 
sociable smal! fry. To set foot in Germany’s 
evil boundaries after 12 years is as unreal] as the 
shattered houses and the barbed wire and the 
German signs that say unavailingly, “Eingang 
Verboten.”

“GOD IS MY CO-PILOT,” now at the FOX Theater, is 
from the book by Col. Robert Lee Scott. The book achieved

It has often been said that Hit- 
ler had a. double. Unless one real- 
ly saw his body, and it was identi- 
fied by people who knew him but 
who were not his close associates, 
I think one would be justified in 
wondering if he had not killed 
his substitute and tried, himself, 
to escape. It may be that escape 
is impossible, but one cannot help 
feeling that these men made their 
That they 
will make every effort to escape 
seems a foregone conclusion. 


To many of us who have watched 
the development of TVA and know 
what it has meant to human be- 
ings, as well as to river and land 
development, the reappointment 
by President Truman of David E. 
Lilienthal is a source of great sat- 
isfaction. Recognition of a good 
job done anywhere encourages 
people to do good jobs everywhere 
else, and so, while I want to con- 
gratulate Mr. Lilienthal, I also 
want to congratulate the Presi- 
dent on encouraging such good 
public service. The best plans in 
the world have to be carried out 
by human beings—and human be- 
ings always do better work when 
they know that it will receive 
recognition. 

I want to add a little to what I 
said yesterday about implement- 
ing legislation passed for the 
benefit of our servicemen, I be- 
lieve that every community should 
have a committee made up of its 
leaders in education, agriculture, 
business and the professions; that 
these men and women should be 
ready to give counsel to returning 
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servicemen, and to continue doing 
it as long as it is needed. 


Take education as an example. 
I am already getting letters from 
boys who were drafted before they 
completed high school, If they 
are fortunate enough to come 
home, they will undoubtedly need 
not only to complete their high 


school course, but possibly to go 
on to further training and educa- 
tion. It is obvious, however, that 
after service in the armed forces 
it will be quite impossible for them 
to return to the regular classes. 
They will have matured; the work 
they have done in service will 
have given them certain things 
they did not have when they went 
away. Special courses should be 
available to meet their needs, and 
they should be allowed to move 
forward faster than the young- 
sters whose schooling has been 
uninterrupted. 

In numerous communities 
throughout our nation, training 
for many occupations is not avail- 
able. Yet no community should 
be without the information as to 
how that training may be ob- 
tained for any of their boys who 
need it. There may not be many 
boys returning to your community 
at the present moment. But the 
preparation for their return should 
be going on daily, because you 
will find -there is much you have 
to learn before you are prepared 
to meet the needs of the men 
who have fought the war for you.

Brain Cakes 


The English have a way Of pre- 
paring brains which is simple but 
delicious and a change from our 
usual method of combining them 
with scrambled eggs or serving 
them fried “as is.” The _ veal 


brains are well washed and cleaned 


and then put into a pan of boiling 
water to which salt and the juice 
of a lemon have been added. They 
are allowed to simmer over a low 
fire for almost an hour. Then 
they are lifted from the saucepan, 
drained well and allowed to cool. 
(In the warm weather, put them 
in the icebox to chill a bit after 
they are cooled, so that the texture 
becomes nice and firm.) When 
ready to use, the pieces are cut 
into neat rounds, dipped into egg, 
diluted with a little water, dipped 
into dry breadcrumbs, again into

$36,006,172 CITY BUDGET 
APPROVED BY ALDERMEN 


The city budget, calling for ap- 
propriation of $36,006,172 for the 
fiscal year ending next April, was 
unanimously passed today by the 
Board of Aldermen and was for- 
warded to Mayor Aloys P. Kauf- 
mann for gis signature. 

No changes were made in the 


appropriations submitted by Budg- 
et Director E. G. Schubkegel, 
which total $932,862 more than 
last year. Much of the increase 
was made necessary by higher 
municipal salaries, and because 
provision was made for filling of 
personnel vacancies and purchase 
of supplies which had been de- 
layed because of war shortages. 
The board also authorized a tax 
rate of $1.75 per $100 assessed val- 
uation for personal property and 
real estate. This is the same as 
last year.

HE error committed by the 
T ccctarer in today’s deal—an 
extremely expensive error as it 
happened! — scarcely could have 
been easier to avoid, but, regret- 
tably enough, thig exact mistake 
occurs time and again at “average 
bridge tables.” 
North, dealer. 


East-West vulnerable. 


The bidding: 
North East 
1 club Pass 
3 clubs Pass 
4 no trump Pass 
6 diamonds Pass Pass 

West led the spade jack. 
won and, following the correct 
policy of laying down an honor 
from the hand containing two 
honors, cashed the “trump king 
before leading to the,ace. West's 
showing out established the fin- 
esse against the jack, all right— 
but a lot of good that did South! 

When he led the diamond ten 
through East, the latter was not 
so altruistic as to cover, despite 
the fact that the jack Was appar- 
ently trapped, and just as East 
hoped, South could not quickly re- 
turn to his own hand for the draw- 
ing of that same trump jack. He 
tried, by leading the ace and king 
of clubs, with the intention of 
ruffing the third round, but East 
“beat him to it.” He ruffed the 
second round of the suit and 
promptly cashed, not only one, but 
two spade tricks! 

This was a pretty sad outcome 
from the North-South point of 
view, and especially so, consider- 
ing how easy it was to make the 
slam contract! If South had run 
into four diamonds to the jack in. 
West’s hand he would have had 
cause for complaint, but all he had 
to do to prepare for the actual 
state of affairs was to unblock the 
diamond ten on the lead of the 
king. Surely, that required little 
foresight!
